Romantic narratives usually have an intrinsic appeal for man. And if that 
romance is exhibited in a divine Scripture and is linked with an exalted 
Prophet, the combined taste of pleasure and holiness offers a stupefying 
flight of thought and perception which may renders human intellect 
indefinitely dormant. Such romantic attraction when laced with the mixture 
of divine sanctity can be used as an easy instrument for deceiving the 
innocent masses. The same deception in the crooked description of "the 
unmatched and haunting beauty of Prophet Joseph" has been widely 
propagated through a version of his biography which is directly imported 
from out of Quran sources . By misinterpreting this divine text with the 
mixture of lengthy fabricated details, the target of relegating Quran's status 
from its highest pedestal of wisdom and intellect had been successfully 
achieved by early Umayyad despots of Arabia. The way the gradual 
elevation of Joseph in his journey to wisdom and authority has been 
narrated in Quran in the background of the power politics of his time, 
explicitly signifies his noble character and the pursuit of a highly principled 
ethical life and career. It is a unique and inspiring lesson with regard to the 
clash of right against wrong in an utterly foreign and hostile environment. 
On the contrary, the fabricated popular story widely known to people from 
all walks of life, which is a result of despotic regimes' proliferation, and 
which is found in almost all of our inherited interpretations/translations, 
presents a diametrically opposite but generally accepted mythical tale 
thereof which goes like this 


"""Prophet Joseph was still in his teens when he dreamt of eleven stars as 
well as Sun and Moon bowing down to him in submission. He narrated this 
dream to his father, the Prophet Jacob, upon which he had a presentiment of 
Joseph's exalted status in the coming days. He admonished him not to 
disclose the dream to his step brothers who were supposed to harbor enmity 
against him due to their known bias. Later on, when the brothers noticed 
the excessive love and closeness of their father with Joseph, their bias 
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started growing. To divert their father's attention towards them they, in 
consultation with each other, decided to do away with Joseph. For this 
purpose they persuaded their father to allow them to take Joseph along on 
their excursion to a distant land where they, at last, threw him into a desert 
well and returned home. To their father they regretted their negligence on 
account of Joseph and produced his shirt smeared with blood to convince 
him that Joseph has been killed by a wolf. At the other end, a caravan had a 
sojourn near the distant well and while pulling water out of it they found 
Joseph there and pulled him out. They sold him cheaply upon reaching 
Egypt. An influential man from King's court purchased him and 
acknowledging his promising looks and splendid personality directed his wife 
to raise him in an elegant and dignified way. Upon reaching puberty, he was 
endowed with divine wisdom and knowledge, and gained mastery over the 
art of interpreting dreams. Meanwhile, the lord's wife named Zulekha got 
madly attracted towards his beauty and kept luring him towards herself for 
an intimate relationship. Joseph remained steadfast and pious. Annoyed with 
his indifference Zulekha advanced towards him physically and on getting 
caught red-handed, put the blame on Joseph of exceeding his limits with 
her. Although upon investigation Joseph's shirt was found torn from behind, 
which absolved him of the allegations of complicity, still it was recommended 
in the meeting of the elders that he be sent to prison to hush up the issue. 
In the meantime, the news of the occurrence leaked out and the women 
from the elite circle started gossiping about Zulekha's conduct. So she 
cooked up her diplomacy so as to make them hold their tongues. She 
invited those women to a sumptuous dinner and after making them sit 
comfortably handed over a sharp knife to each one of them. Then she 
ordered Joseph to appear in their presence. His unparalleled beauty made 
them senseless and assuming Joseph as some angel from the skies, in a 
trance of self neglect, they injured their fingers with the knives. Thereupon 
Zuleikha got herself in a position to successfully defend and justify her 
lustful devotion towards Joseph. Now, she said, if he didn't submit to her 
wishes, he will be imprisoned where he will be utterly humiliated. However, 
Joseph preferred imprisonment over a sinful life. Perceiving his 
steadfastness they decided to send him to prison for the time being""". 

Other episodes of Joseph's biography continue further in the text of the 
Verse "Yousef", but our theme here focuses only on the fabricated myth 
reproduced above which needs to be re-presented in the real Quranic 
perspective by purifying it from external interpolation and converting into 
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the true literary style of Quran. The underlying purpose is nothing but to 
make it easy on a global level to benefit from the divine light of Quran by 
washing its smeared face. It must be kept in mind that the source of this 
adulterated myth is not Quran but those interpretations (Tafaseer) of it that 
have been derived from the Book of Genesis of the Old Testament (39/1 - 
20). 

Before we embark on our translation, to make its comprehension easy, a 
misunderstanding must be removed in the first instance. Wherever a 
sentence starts with "Qaalat"(^b"), it does represent a third person, 

feminine, past form; but it must be remembered that the same feminine 
form is also used in Arabic language for a group, party of males, or an 
institutional body or community. Therefore, it is not implied here by this 
word that a woman is saying something to Joseph. Another point is the 
word "Zaalikunna"(c/j) used in place of "Zaalika"(,Ji) in the text. When the 

Kaaf of Khitaab in Zaalika is used in the form of "Kunna", it means 

that either a plural feminine group is being addressed, or a group or party of 
males is addressed. In the context here the address is made to a group or 
party of males which, in order to distort the meaning and give it a mythical 
form, is converted into women in all of our old and modern Quranic 
Interpretations/translations. These purely technical points , if kept in view, 
would lead to an unhesitating acceptance of the strict translation now 
presented. Apart from the above, the use of "Yad'oonani" (J/>) in the last 

part of Quranic text, which is purely a form of third person, masculine, 
plural, is sufficient alone to offset the negative inference of any feminine 
involvement in the narrative. I'll still be waiting for the expert opinion of 
learned scholars of Quran.
